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THE FINDING IN THE INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL CASE REVERSED. 


The Supreme Court Holds that the County 
Must Not Pay for the Children Sent to 
the “Industrial School for Girls,” 
Which Seems to Have Had No Exist- 
ence — Points in a Case That Attracted 
Wide Attention When It ‘Was Heard. 


Judge Tuthill’s decision entered in favor of 
the Chicago Industrial School for Giris for 
$19,583 against Cook County last Tuesday has 
been reversed and remanded by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois. The facts in the case are 
of interest to a large number ‘of Protestants 
and Catholics, 

The Chicago Industrial School for Girls 
organized in November, 1885. There 

nine incorporators, ali Catholics, and 

: of them members of religious orders 
having chargd of the House of the Good 
Shepherd. Its objects, as stated in the char- 
tor, were to establish and provide a home 


| for girls, and there educate them to become 


good and useful women. At the first quar- 
terly meeting held Feb. 27, 1886, fifty-eight 
children had been committed to the school by 
the county. The school was to receive a cer 
tain sum from the county for the keeping of 
the giris, this aum the apphed toward the 
payment of their board and for clothes. By 
Nov. 28 of that year 153 girls 
had been committed, and by Oct. 1, 
1887, the amount owed the school by the 
vounty was $29,522. From April 1, 1886, to 
June 3, 1887, the date when action was 
brought by the Industrial School against 
Cook County, the amount due was $19,583, 
and the suit was for recovery of that amount. 
The county had refused to pay, County At- 
torney Bliss holding that the commitment of 
the girls had been illegally made, that the 
payments would bein supportof a sectarian 
institution contrary to the Constitution, and 
that the county, therefore, could not be held 
responsible. 

The case was tried before Judge Tuthill 
Feb. 6 last. County Attorney Bliss defended 
the county in the case, and Attorneys Smith 
and Pence represented the prosecution. The 
County Attorney attacked not only the Chi- 
cago Industrial School but tne whole indus- 
trial school system with a cudgel. “ They 
@xisted,”’ he said, only by special legisla- 
tion, and that was unconstitutional.” In the 
case of the Chicago Industrial School for 
Girls, he said that it was an institution, in the 
first place, simply €Xisting on paper and for 
the benefit of two sectarian institutions— 
the House of the Good Shepherd and St. 
Joseph's Orphan Asylum; that the county 
had no right to pay any money to institutions 
controlied by any church; and, finally, that 
anumber of commitments by the County 
Court had not been legally made,. and that 
the system was unconstitutional. 

It was during the course of the examina- 
tion of witnesses that Mr. Bliss secured from 
Commissioner Murry Nelson a statement 
which threw a flood of light on the industrial 
school. 

„Waile County Commissioner,” said Mr. 
Nelson, some biils of the House of the Good 
Shepherd were presented for payment. The 
way those bills were drawn didn’t satisfy 
me, and I went outto locate the Chicago In- 
dustrial School for Girls. I spent a day at it. 
I went to the House of the Good Shepherd, 
where I was told the school was placed. I 
could find no trace of such aschool. No 
portion of the building was devoted to such 
an object; the children were mixed ac- 
cording to age, grade, and qualifica- 


| tions with those of the Good 


Shepherd. 
I met several of the alleged officers 
of the industrial school; some ladies 
sisters of the society—who have control of 
the House of the Good 8 and they 
stated they were the. 
cago Industrial School.” 
Mrs. F. H. Wines, Tom Brenan, and others 
testified that the school was separated and 
distinct, and the case went to the court and 
Judge Tuthill decided against the county. 
He admitted that the avérments in the peti- 
tions for committment presented to the Coun- 
ty Court were defective, but held that the 
mere fact chat the petition was defectively 
drawn could not invalidate the judgment of 
the court. This was not coinplimentary to 
the County Court, which made no objection 
to the form of the petition, which 
was submitted by an attorney who is 
said to be a collateral relative of the court. 
On the constitutional point Juage Tuthill de- 
cided that there was nothing in the act of 
incorporation or in the evidence to show that 
the school was intended to be sectarian. The 
services were rendered, the payment as 
claimed ought to be made for such services. 
He could not see any substantial difference 
between refusing to pay for such services 
and refusing to pay bills incurred in doing 
laundry work and other necessary services 


) for the county. Judgment was given for the 


full amount demanded. County Attorney 
Bliss was nothing daunted by the decision, 
He determined on an appeal. He said the 
court had not touched on the leading issue 
of the case, which was whether the county 
could under the circumstances pay money to 
officers of an admittedly sectarian institu- 
uon, those officers putting the money thus 
obtained into the common fund of such 
sectarian institution to be expended tor 
its general benefit without reference 
to the particular children alleged to have 
been admitted to the Industrial School. The 
alleged contract between the House of the 
Good Shepherd and the Industrial School 
had not been proved. Mr. Bliss maintained 
right along that the Industrial School so 
called was a myth. The institution which 
received the persons committed was the 
Home of the Good Shepherd, an admittedly 


to the Supreme Court,” said Mr. Bliss on the 
day of Judge Tuthill's decision, “and there 
I have no doubt that the county will come 
out a winner.“ The event has justified his 
prediction. In the Supreme Court he made 
an elaborate argument on the Constitu- 
tional. question. He maintained (1) that 
the act under which the commit- 
ments were made was in itself un- 
constitutional. (2) He maintained that the 
grant of money to the House of. the Good 
Shepherd under an assumed name was an 
illegal contrivance to evade the Constitution. 
The act which is said to have been drafted 
by Judge Prendergast was in the nature of 
special legislation, and ought to be declared 
void. The irregularity of the commitments 
he held were censurable, but they were but 
incidents of the case. By threatening to 

all the church authorities, the Arch- 
bishop, and the heads of the religious orders 
on the stand he got the attorneys for the 
school to admit in their stipulations the sec- 
tarian character of the House of the Good 
Shepherd and the St. Joseph's Orphan 
Asylum, and that the money obtained for 
thes Industrial School was turned into the 
common fund of those institutions.

The authorities at the 
Patholological Museum said they thought 
it proper to mention the American’s visit 
to the Coroner, but they did not attach 
any importance to it as a clew to identify the 
murderer. Stili the detectives are chasing 
it up, and the newspapers discussing it. An 
eminent medical man, Sir James Risdon 
Burnett, writes a letter to the Times today, 
in which he says: 

That the part of the body carried off was 
wanted for any quasi scientific publication or 
any otheror less legitimate purpose no one 
having any knowledge of medical science will 
tor a moment believe, so say nothing ot the ut- 
terly absurd notion of a part or organ being pre- 
served in a particular way to accompany each 
copy of an intended publication. There are facil- 
ities for obtaining such objects for any purpose 
of legitimate research in any number either here 
or in America without having recourse to crime of 
any kind. Such facts render the suggestion made 
utterly untenable. There can be no analogy 
whatever with the atrocious crimes of Burke, 
and the merest insinuation of such a thing is a 
gross and unjustifiable calumny on the medical 
profession, and is calculated both to exert an in- 
jurious influence on the public mind and defeat 
the ends of justice.

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—Nothing has been re- 
centiy talked of but the diary of the late 

Emperor Frederick. To find that it was not 

really Prince Bismarck who was the creator 

of new Germany, but the Crown Prince, on 
whom he affected to look down, are materials 
for a sensation such as Europe has not 
known since the outbreak of the war which 
made the unification of Germany possi- 
ble. One whois well acquainted with the 
secrets of the court circle in- 
tormed me some weeks ago that the 
utmost bitterness was felt at the 
recoliection of the late Emperor’s policy and 
aims. His son has permitted himself to 
speak of those aims in the most disrespectful 
language. ‘The idea of extending reforms, 
of enlarging public liberties, of removing 
the shackles from the press is as odious to 

Emperor William as it bas ever been to 

Prince Bismarck himself. These projects 

were in the mind of Emperor Frederick, 

who, all through his active iife, had to 
fight against Bismark, who treated him with 
as much contempt as he could safely venture 
to display. Bismarck lost pgp antag of 
manifesting his disiike to young man, 
who not only refused to the Minister’s 
plans, but absolutely had audacity to 
conceive plans of his own, In all this 
can one see “the weak hand 
moved only by a woman That was Bis- 
marck’s description of the late Emperor to my

family—the one who in on’s share 
of the sagacity and shrewdness of her father, 
Priuce Albe She has not in any way 
brought about the publication of this tell- 


tale diary, but surely she would have been 


justified in doing so if only becauseit vin- 
dicates both herself and her husband from 
the torrent of heartless calumnies which tas 
been let loose upon Europe for months. 

It is useless to conceal the fact that the 
differences between the Engtish court and 
Prince Bismarck have iong been of a serious 
character. The tirmness of the late Emperor, 
his policy of progress, his repugnance to 
mere physical force as a means of govern- 
ment, were all ascribed by Bismarck to the 
overruling influence of his English wife.

death of her husband did nothing to soften. 
lam assured by one who cannot be deceived 
on the point that Prince Bismarck said 
not long ago: We must do all we can to ob- 
literate every trace of the short and dis- 
graceful reign of the late Emperor.“ He 
permits himself a much wider latitude in his 
expressions in regard to the Empress. All 
this is well known to the English court, and 
it must have added not a littie to the suffer- 
ings which her daughter’s terrible bereave- 
ment brought upon the Queen. Then, too, it 
is well nown that the estrangement 
of the present Emperor from his motner is 
of an almost hopeless character. Among the 
sorrows of Frederick’s heavily laden life, sor- 
rows borne with a heroism without a paral- 
lel in the history of the great, not the least 
was that caused by a verification of his fore- 
boding that his son would fall entirely under 
the dominion of Prince Bismarck. Europe 
wondered not at this when it was believed 
that Bismarck was the author of German 
unity, but now that he is removed from his 
pedestal and the re of Emperor Freder- 
ick placed there in his stead, what are men 
to think?

Empress is deeply icted at the publica- 
tion of the diary, and can you wonder at it. 
when yon see the terrible calumnies which 
Prince Bismarck and the German court party 
are prepared to cast upon her husband, caium- 
nies which the English Ministerial organ 
does not hesitate in substance to repeat, in 
its anxiety to turn aside the anger ot the 
man who was ingenious enough to inveigle 
France into the war of 1870!

The Diary Extracts the Matter of Debate 
Throughout All Germany.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Although notice of ac- 
tion has been entered in the Berlin Land 
Gericht (our court of first instance) against 
the editor of the Deutsche Rundschau, the judi- 
cial authorities have not yet decided upon the 
exact course of the prosecution. The Pub- 
lic Prosecutor has not settled upon

The manager of the Deutsche Kundschau has 
surrendered the name of Herr Geffeken of 
Hamburg as that of the person through 
whom he obtained the diary of Emperor 
Frederick. Herr Geffeken has been a pro- 
fessor at Strasburg and represented the 
Hanse Towns for several years in Berlin, 
where he became known to derick. Aft- 
erwards he was Hansetic resident in London 
and became a frequent contributor to English 
papers and magazines. In recent years 
he has lived privately in Ham 3 
He is a Conservative with Liberal leanings. 
He is no enemy of Bismarck, nor is he known 
to have possessed the special confidence of 
Frederick.

fhe Kolnische Zeitung says the diary shows 
him a self-complacent idealist, rich in beauti- 
ful phrased generalities ana crude plans for 
improving the world, but poor in a p 
statesman’s qualities. 

The Berlin Post says, even at the risk of 
damaging the memory of Frederick by lay- 
ing bare his lamentable weaknesses, that 
the interests of the Empire required the dis- 
closure that the Crown Prince, far from be- 
ing the active promoter of German unity, 
formed the most serious obstacle to it. 

It ia difficult to belieye that public senti- 
ment concurs in this semi-official attempt to 
defame the Emperor Frederick. Especially 
contemptible are the comments which at- 
tempt in terms of indignation to belittie his 
mental powers and to disparage his aims: 

The Courter, an Srgan of the Lib- 
eralists, better represents the genuine public

The Progressist press challenges the ac- 
curacy of Bismarck’s statements discrediting 
the diary. /reisinge Zeitung points out that 
the Chancellor does not give aocumentary 

roof of the correctness of his assertions. 

t says that the memory of a man who is 74 
years old may be at fault in regard to occur: 
rences of seventeen years and that the 
diary written under a fresh impression of 
events is less likely to be wrong. 

It is a significant fact that the comments 
of the press, concurrent with the tenor of 
private discussion, do not question the au- 
thenticity of the diary. The reasons that 
Prince Bismarck advances against its gen- 
uineness are felt to be insincere, and are 
completely ignored outside of the official 
world. There is not a man in a thousand 
who refuses to accept the diary as a faithful 
record written by Emperor Frederick’s own 
hand. The court circle exonerates the Em- 
press Frederick from any knowledge of the 
publication. 

The stories published in French papers of 
a violent quarrel between the Empress Fred- 
erick and Emperor William and that the 
former fears that spies are set on her. move- 
ments are certainly false. The Empress 
lives an utterly retired life. Members of her 
own circle deciare that she does not want 
Emperor Frederick’s name mixed up in 
party struggles. It 1s officially announced 
tonight that she will shortly proceed to Kiel, 
where’ she will remain a fortnight. 
Oct. 18 she will lay the foundation 
stone of Emperor Frederick’s mausoleum. 
She will afterward go on a visit to Scotland 
and will be accompanied by the Princesses. 
The relations between Emperor William 
and the English court are undoubtedly 
strained. This was 1 shown by the re- 
fusal of the Prince of Wales to be present at 
the Emperor’s reception in Vienna, but the 
Empress maintains as far as possible a silent 
neutrality in the family strife.

A MILWAUKEE FACTORY BURNED. 


The Conway Company Meets with a Sec- 
ond Loss by Fire—Other Biazes. 

Mitwavkesz, Wis., Sept. 29.—[Special.]— 
Five years ago tonight the Conway Manv- 
facturing Company’s extensive sash, door, 
and blind factory. corner of Seventeenth and 
North Cape streets, was destroyed by fire.

A Well-Known Jockey Gone.

Such a place would be of mutual 
advantage to the girls who now have no 
place which they can call home and no means 
of improvement and to the public who have 
to depend upon the competence of the do- 
mestics for sé large a share of comfort. Good 
tood could be furnished from the home for 
use in families, incidentally supplying poor 
white slaves who now live upon crackers or 
bread and tea.

you. It seems that I have lived ages since I 
came here, and I lock in the mirror expect- 
ing to find my face yellow and wrinkled and 
my hair turned white. Such are the trials 
and polntments attending house-hunt- 
ing in this vast Chicago. ‘Tom is, of course, 
busy in the office all day, so I was obliged to 
depend on my own efforts to find a habita- 
tion; and the boarding-house haa grown 80 
distasteful I felt as though I could not find 
one soon enough. I thought I would ask ad- 
vice as to the best locality and the method of 
finding it. So I broached the subject one 
evening as we lingered for a few moments 
after dinner in the parlor, but I met with 
such a multitude of diverse opinions that I 
felt more bewildered than ever. It 18, you 
must know, one of the features of Chicago 
that every one has his favorite side,“ and 
is loyal unto death 20 it, showing far more 
jealousy and prejudice than the rivalry found 


in any two neighboring small towns, with 


distinct society and interests. 

One young man, a would-be architect start- 
ing in his profession, had built his first house 
on Forty-third street, and felta proud own- 
ership of the whole South Side. He expa- 


tiated at the greatest length on the ad- 
vantages we would find in choosing that lo- 
cality for our future home; told us we could 
have our choice of steam or cable cars for 
transportation; could reach the longest dis- 
tance in an incredibly short time. 

MAKING THE LIST. 

I find that no matter whetner people live in 
Evanston, Edgewater, Hyde Park, Engle- 
wood, or any other remote quarter they all 
claim to m the time in twenty minutes. 
It is a stereotyped time for suburbans, and is 
held to with Spartan pertinacity. Any of 
them would rather die than acknowled 
they live twenty-five minutes’ mde from the 
Court- House.

A NORTHER’S FURY AT VALPARAISO. 


Vessels Battered Together and Sunk—Loss 
of Many Lives. 
Panama, Sept. 17.—This week has been al- 


most without parailelin the history of the 


Port of Valparaiso for disasters, unfortunately 
attended with a lamentable loss of life in the 
bay. Inthe early part of last week the 
weather for a couple of days was phenome- 
nally hot. Then a norther came on. Sunday 
morning one of the chains of the Chilian 
bark Cristina Navarro parted and she be- 
gan to drag. About half an hour later her 
second chain gave way and she was carried, 
broadside on, right across the bows of 
the Chilian bark Bilbina C. After thump- 
ing for some time in this position ‘she 
was carried round to the starboard side of 
the Bilbina C., where the work of mutual 
destruction was continued. Soon both ves- 
sels were reduced to a condition little better 
than wrecks, and were abandoned by their 
crews. At juncture Capt. Lewis of the 
British bark Lebu, the hero of a previous 
norther, sent his mate and four hands on 
board the Cristina Navarro, and they ran 
out lines and made her fast to some other 
vesseis and hulls. Finding the vessel aban- 
doned the mate took possession of her and 
astonished the people on shore, and nobody 
more 80 her Captain, by run- 
ning up the British ensign. Later on 
the Captain of the Cristina 
on board, and the boys of the Lebu 
gave up to him the ion of his vessel, 
and haulea down tbe British ey 
Cristina Navarro held on with two hawsers 
for a while; when one after the other parted 
and she was carried on the beach and broken 
up completely, She had on board about 150 
tons of cargo for Iquigue. The crew aban- 
doned her as soon as the first hawser parted 
and reached other vessels in safety. 

Half an hour later both chains of the 
Chilian bark Maxima parted, and sbe, too.

assau, who is only 14 years of age, owes 
his life to his conspicuous bravery. When 
he found that his vessel was sinking he un- 
dressed and jumped overboard, resolved to 
make an effort to reach another ship. After 
a terrible struggle for an hour he succeeded 
in getting under the lee of the stern of the 
British rk Glendovey, but he was so ex- 
hausted as to be unable to take hold of the 
lice that was thrown to him and a bight had 
to be thrown over him, and in this way he 
was hauled on board. One of the crew of 
the Etoile du Sud who had taken refuge on 
the Cambrian followed the example of Mas- 
sau and reached the Glendovey in safety. 
Out of the crew of the Etoile du Sud one 
man was killed by falling spars, seven took 
refuge on the British bark Arthur Stone, and 
Cavt. Provost, the mate, and three or four 
sailors went down with the Cambrian. 

One of the chains of the British bark Glen- 
tilt the vessel dragged down to 
the Chilian bark Vanora. Her crew, with 
the exception of the Captain and three sail- 
ors, abandoned her. The mate arrived on 
shore Tuesday and reported the Glentilt to 
have been knocked to pieces. 

The Chilian steamers Hvanay and Vini del 
Mar collided and damaged each other. 

The Etoile du Sud had a valuable cargo, of 
which she had discharged only a few carboys 


of acid. She was built in Sunderland in 1865, 


and had a registered tonnage of 665tons. The 
Cambrian was an iron vessel of 620 tons, and 
was built in 1867. Of her cargo there re- 
mained on board about 250 tons of coal. 

The Italian steamer Vicenzo Florio sus- 
tained damages to her screw and rudder 
which will render it necessary for her to be 
docked. 

The crew of the British bark Glentilt came 
on shore, and the vessel was beached for the 
purpose of saving hercargo. The sea was 
comparatively quiet when sbe was beached, 
but an hour afterwards huge rollers were 
breaking over her, and she has since brkoen

COUNTERFEITERS OF GREEK COINS. 

There exists among the Greek islands a 
nest of counterfeiters who are today en 
in making false dies ot ancient Greek 
coins. e of them not long ~ — 
netted more than $15,000 from an . 
glish peer who was travel in Greéce 
for the purpose of collecting rare 
specimens. And counterfeiting was com- 
mon evenin the oidest times. Among the 
ancient Halvetii the money mostin circula- 
tion was a quarter-stater of gold, a bad imi- 
tation of this Macedonian coinage. So late 
as the year 1783 there was discovered about 
ten miles from Calenthe a quaatity of money 
which had been coined by Chandza, a K 
of Upper India, in the century A. D. 
It was an exact copy of the coinage of Alex- 
ander the Great and of us, King of 
Tbrace.

The impression left on the unprejudiced reader 
by the philosophy of the book 1s painful, and one 
wonders what purpose it can serve. An agnostic 
making converts is an anomaly. Goethe is re- 
ported as saying: “If you have any convictions 
I am willing to hear them, but I do not care to 
listen to your doubts—I am troubled enough by 
my own.“ The history of great events is that 
they have been the result of convictions. Let 
any one questioning this compare the influence 
of modern France, disillusioned in religion, dis- 
illusioned in politics, and disillusioned in mili- 
tary prowess, with the deeds of the same race 
eighty and a hundred years ago. The scientific 
progress of the age must be recognized, but we 
cannot but acknowledge that the decline in faith 
which seems to accompany it is a threatening 
omen. 

Faith is the anchor of the soul’s life, and faith, 
like confidence, once lost is not often recovered. 
Religious faith has never impaired any one’s 
usefulness, and no one has yet discovered any- 
thing that will take its place.

UNCOINED SYMBOLS OF VALUER. 

In an adjoining ‘bag lie various uncoined 
symbols of value. Here are the silver lumps, 
bullet shaped, called “tekal,” current in 
Siam; and the white cowrie shells used in 
Africa; and the rings of gold and silver 
which are common currency of Nubia; and 
the pieces of iron, named Hashhash,” like 
semicircular knives, used in Kordofan; and

The Irish coins mostly resemble the En- 
glish. Those of Henry VIII. have the arms

most remarkable Itish coins are the pieces 
named “gun money,” struck out of cannon 
meited down by James II. before the last 
struggle for his forfeitea throne. There is 
also a crown in white metal with the — 
on horseback. This last is scarce, but speci- 
mens of the gun money are common. 

Here,“ continues Mr. Avery, is a speci- 
men of the ‘constitutional currency’ of France. 
It is a sou of 1792, showing the head of Louis 
XVI, with the inscription, “ La loi, le roi, 
la nation.“ 

It is of bell metal, made during the Revo- 
lution from the belis of demolished churches.

The 
action increases towards the close of the story, 
and the ruin of poor Lyndall's brilliant hopes is 
affecting. Immorality, like morality, is too often 
attractive or unattractive, according to the per- 
sonality of the actor, and it is due to the skill of 
the writer that our sympathies go with Lyndall 
in her misfortanes, for which she alone is re- 
sponsible, after proving herself both shameless 
and brutal in her disregard of the ties of home and 
friendship. The one thing that can be said for 
her is that she was as hard on herself 
as on others. Her suffermgs did not conquer 
her. Olinging to her mental aspirations to death, 
uninfluenced by worldly ties or considerations, 
like Lord Percy at the block, she might have 
said: 1 have kept the bird in my breast“ Moral 
indifference would seem incompatible with such 
nobility of character, but history bears evidence 
more than once of pure aspirations united to 
careless morality. a 

Gregory Rose’s search for Lyndall, his nursing 
of her through her last illness, disguised as a 
woman, and the aimless journey ofa dying wom- 
an across the country in an ox cart do not strike 
one as absurdities as they mightin the hands 
of a less skillful narrator. In Gregory Rose we 
are shown how a character contemptible in its 
weakness can through the medium of a self- 
sacrificing devotion to unrequited love appear 
really noble. Many conversations, like that of 
Lyndall and Gregory onthe “kopye,” and de- 
scriptions like those of Waldo’s wanderings and 
his first view of the sea, will impress themselves 
on the reader as absolutely fresh and brilliant. 
Lyndall's views of maternity. Waldo’s descrip-. 
tion of the brutalizing effects of labor, and 
many other pass Will set those thinking who 
have lived under the impression that all honest 
toil is ennobling.

Carroll Johnson's Reminiscences. 

I can remember pretty much all of the 
old-time chestnuts, forI have been in the 
minstrel business the greater part of my 
life. But before treating of chestnuts just 
let me say that the minstrel business has 
probably made more important advances in 
the last ten or fifteen years than any otner 
class of stage attractions. When I was a boy 
we had to play in halls. No first-class theatre 
would consent to our ce on their 
stage. When we played in halls we 
witn the lowest prices then known to any kind 
ms dng — 80 — og me [r* 
0 cents, n 
the pit could be secured for sixpence. Of 
course now the minstrel company traveli 
through the country stands on a level wi 
the best class of theatrical attractions. The 
number of minstrel companies now in exist- 
ence and the fierce competition engendered 
by their multiplicity have been the chief 
means of 8 a live and sparkling 
entertainment. e are constantly on the 
lookout for new ideas. It was different 
in the old days, when the number 
of mivcstrels was comparatively few. 
They stuck to the old jokes, and gave 
them over and over again. Only in 
one direction have we made no practical

+ 1 eu to have as voices, 
— oe not so many as now, but the ballads, 
cularly those written by Stephen C. 

oster, were much sweeter and more ef- 
fective than any we get at the present stage 
of proceedings.

CHANGES IN MILLINERY DURING THE 
REIGN OF VICTORIA.

Unpicturesqueness to Start With, and En- 
"gland and America Entirely Depend- 
ent Upon the French—How Paris Fash- 
ion | Established Its Empire Over the 
World—The Old Poke Bonnets and 
Other Odd Shapes. 
Ht we. nye, —2 8 — chy little 
Oscar os paper 
wo coal mal that the hats and bonnets of 
Victoria’s reign have a history typicai of the 
times. The bonnets of the earlier part of 
Queen Victoria's reign may be classified as 


essentially unpicturesque, following the con- 
ventional lines of that period in which the 


entire costume lacks artistic beauty. We 


can trace this unpicturesqueness generally 
inthe architecture and art of the present 
reign up to thetime when the esthetic move- 
ment began; this, with allits exaggeration, 
has brought much beauty to our homes, and 


—may we add!—to our heads also. A revi- } 


val is now beginning of those beautiful lines 
and shapes gloried in by Sir Joshua Keyn- 
olds and his contemporaries which have 
not seen the light in our century. About the 
beginning of our Queen’s reign we find that 
slavish imitation of Parisian fashions first 
adopted which has so stunted ideality and 
originality in our English mullinery artists. 
This may be attributed to one of two causes. 

1. The reacton from the licentiousness 
of the previous reigns showed itself in the 
costumes of the new period, and, taken in 
conjunction with the sobriety of our Queen’s 
taste, extinguished all power of originating 
beautiful headgear. 

2. The brilliant society of Paris was being 
led and its fashion molded by the beautiiul 


Duchesse d’Oriéans, and, after her, by the 


1844. 
exquisitely tasteful Empress Eugénie, ana it 
is in the fashion periodical of this date, 1837, 
that we find the Paris letter laying down 
its dictum as to what was and what was not 
to be worn. 

At no period of history were pretty heads 
so entirely disguised a» they were in what 
was called the poke Donoet. It was not 
considered the proper thing for any part of 
the profile to be seen. In an old novel itis 
mentioned sarcastically that a certain lady’s 
Wellingtonian nose actually showed beyond 
her bonnet”; for in 1887 it was correct tor the 
face to be invisible; the width of the brims 
was generally enormous, feathers and bows 
were heaped on the crown and on the hair 
inside the brim. These bonnets were miracles 
of the fine art of sewing, being often entire- 
ly made of finely-drawn silk or muslin. Cur- 
tains to the bonnets were also de riguer, and 
long veils were worn which were gracefully 
looped over the side of the bonnet and often 
fastened to the waist-belt. The curtain had 
become such a necessity to a modest-minded 
woman that when first they began to go out 
of fashion as part of the mnet little cur- 
tains were attached to the hair. 

In 1840 bonnets became shorter at the 
back, but the faces remained hidden. What 


‘was nick-named the coal-scuttle was the 


fashion, made in finely-drawn silk and satin. 
No great change took place until 1852, when 
the ears were first left exposed again: and 
the “ coiffure Marie Stuart’’ is read of in the 
World of Fashion for February, “adorned 
with a branch of cerise velvet grapes, and 
the strings of wide cerise-colored ribbon. 
This is an example of French simplicity.” 
In 1857 bats began to be fashionable, on 
account of their utility in sheltering from 
the rays of the sun,“ for the period had 
changed, and the bonnets were worn far 
back on the head, leaving the face much ex- 
posed. In 1858 a small reaction in the di- 
rection of modesty again took place. Cur- 
tains again became large, and bonnets were 
worn more forward. From 1860 to 1862 bon- 
nets did not change much, only grew higher 
in front; and large hats were worn, and 
small hats also care into fashion. The hair 
was worn much more off the face. This 
change was principaliy due to the mode 
adopted by the Princess of Wales. But in 
1865 a radical change took place. Curtains 
were finally done away with, the hair was 
more prominent, and bonnets like half hand- 
kerchiefs in shape were worn. Hats 
were round. flat. and simple; 
and from 1867 to 1879 bonnets 
grew small and beautifully less, until the 
climax was reached in 1871-72, when the girl 
of the period made her n whose 
head appeared all hair, with hardly any bon- 
net to be seen, and pretty heads were as 
— disguised as in the year of grace 


And now we reach the period which we 
may notinaptly call The revival of good 
taste. Artin every form began tc make its 
appearance, and soon abolished the hideous 
and eccentric head gear which was worn. 
Dress was treated as a fine art, and many of 
the old beautiful forms began to be revived. 
But, unfortunately, owing to the exaggera- 
tion of some of the pioneers, this movement 
was much retarded in its progress, and its 
beneficial influence is only now bein 
widely felt; for the extreme of ugli- 
ness has attained its chmax within 
the last five years, when towering masses 
of feathers and flowers reachéd up towards 
the heavens. The last two years milliners 
have been trying to bring in the old forms;

but they have many difficulties to con- 
tend with, for it is not the milliner who 
makes the mode. She only stands as a mid- 
dieman between her idea and the public; 
but the taste of tue latter unfortunately 
rules her and she is cramped by the iron 
law of necessity. The modistes of Paris pro- 
duced their goods, and then the fashion was 
set by the taste of the chief ladies of the 
country, to whom various things were sent 
for selection: formerly the Empress Eu- 
8 now the leaders of the beau monde. 

hutever was thus started was then writ- 
ten off to England, and there fol- 
lowed_ most unquestsen ing yy j for our 
Queen at no period of ber reign 
ever took any interest in the fashions. 
Hence, what Paris thoucht and what Paris 
wore formuiated itself into almost an iron 
law, from which we are only now beginning 
to release ourselves. The essentiai differ- 
ence between the mass of French women 
and the mass of English women consists in 
the fact that French women will wear only 
what is becoming to them, while Eagush 
women as a rule wear what 1s worn.”’ 

Now, the effect of this continual and in- 
variable imitation of French fashion has 
been to stunt the ideality of the English 
milliner—from tneir apprenticeship the giris 
are broueht up as copyists. Origination 
is thus almost entirely wanting. and we

coiffer well, a term of which the Parisians 
are proud, does not only mean that your 
bonnet looks well; it has a fuller meaning: 
it implies that comfortable grip on the head 
which is so necessary to a woman’s comfort; 
it means that you and your headgear are 
one, and win not part company with 
the first gust of wind you meet. The reason 
that French bonnets are, as a rule, more com- 
fortable than English ones is that the most 
careful attention is paid to this point; and 
this comfort can only be attained in houses 
where the shapes are made for each individ- 
ual head, and where the girls are trained to 
the various lines of making sha they all 
dislike it, ana ail try to avoid it, just as chil- 
dren dislike playing scales. In some houses, 

many in London, shapes are bought 
by the dozen and trimmed, and hence that 


cry of discomfort we so often hear, “My 
bonnet keeps slipping off.” We all know 
the painful aspect of the poor lady who, 
struggling along inthe face of the wind, 
tries vainly to keep her bonnet on by press- 
ing her chin down to her chest; she dares 
not look up; possibly, this fundamental dif- 
ference in the comfort of French and En- 
glish bonnets has had much to do with the 
preference for the former. In a thorough 
Knowledge of this work consists the differ- 
ence between the amateur and the artist. To 
make a bonnet well at home is difficult, for it 
is rarely that any one can be found who will 
teach this part of the art. Many will and can 
teach, asin all other branches of artistic 
work, a merely superficial part; but in these 
important points lies the whole secret. 

ere is one difficulty to contend with in 
these days of imitations, and that is the rush 
for cheap goods. It is an absolute impossi- 
bility to copy a really beautiful piece of work, 
be it bonnet, or picture, or house, except in 
the same material; and here is one constant 
grourgd of contention between buyer and 
seller. The former often desires exactly the 
same effect, sometimes at less than half 
price, while the seller, alas! knows that 
cheap materials cannot produce the desired 
resemblance. A good old French proverb 
says, Pour faire une bonne omeletie il faut des 


1861. 
bons eufs, and this might well be applied to 
bonnets. If people would be content with 
pretty yet simple bonnets they could 
always have them cheap; but, alas! 
no, they must and do insist on 
cheap imitations of Parisian goods. 
Home-made bonnets can be made both pret- 
tily and cheaply if people will be content to 
follow their own ideas and not make bad 
copies. A little fresh tulle with a bouquet of 
flowers always looks well; or a simple straw 
shape, witha bunch of spring flowers and 
narrow black velvet strings, is also in thor- 
oughly good taste. But when the amateur 
tries to arrange a towering mass of feathers 
and flowers sbe comes to signal grief. All 
quantities of trimming require an artist’s 
hand to arrange them. The great point for 
an amateur to aim at is simplicity. Over- 
loading is as much the fault of the amateur 
milliner in material as of the amateur painter 
in color. The putting on of the strings 
and placing them at the right angie

is usually the stumbling-block to the un- 
skilled worker. And here we may give 
u practical hint that the great point 1s, not to 
get the strings too far back. Place them as 
near the widest part of the head as possible, 
without cutting it too short. This is a diffl- 
cult matter to arrange weil, but a little care- 
ful attention will soon show the worker how 
to do n. The chief aim should be to get 
beauty of outline; neither to have the bon- 
nets shrouding all the beauty of the head, as 
in the early part of Queen Victoria's reign, 
nor flying off at an acute angie. Let us re- 
vive without exaggerawon the old beautiful 
forms which belong to us, and let as borrow 
from the French that thoroughness of work, 
that fundamental knowledge, which has so 
loug given them prestige in Engiand.

HOW FEMALE SUFFRAGE WORKS IN BOS- 
TON. 


At the last meeting of the Boston School 
Board the Committee on Text Books pre- 
sented its report upon the passer tes bee 
Evangelical Alliance for the reins 
of Swinton’s “Outlines of the World's His- 
tory” to the school curriculum, recommend- 
ing that the petition de not granted and 
reaffirming the justness of its action in ex- 
cluding it. The report was adopted by a vode 
of 14 to 2, the two negatives being the votes 
of the female members of the board. By 
this decisive action the objectionable book— 
objectionable because of its sectarian utter- 
ances with regard to the position of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the matter of in- 
dulgences—remains barred out. : 

This would seem to be a settlement of the 
vexed question, but meanwhile the question 
remains in a far from settled condition, 
owing tothe partisan sectarian activity of 
the women of the city, who have the right 
under certain personal tax conditions to 
vote for members of the School Board. It is 
now the time for the assessment prior to reg- 
istration, and a spontaneous and simultane- 
ous movement has begun among the Protest- 
ant women to effect a change in the 
membership of the board by ousting 
the Catholic representatives. This move- 
ment has been met dy a counter movement 
on the partof the Catholic women, and the 
result will be vastiy the largest female vote 
ever known in Boston. Hitherto but few 
women have registered and year by year the 
registration has decreased. On Tuesday, 
however, there were 4,120 women assessed, 
and the whole number has reached over B. 
000. The proportion of Catholic women 4as- 
sessed is said to be larger than that of Prot- 
estant, and this in the faceof the disap- 
proval of their action by some of the higher 
authorities of the church, The priests, how- 
ever, who are taking an active part in the 
agitation, have told their women communi- 
cants that they must register and vote; and 
they apparently do not think it necessary to 
look higher for their instructions. Unblush- 
ing frauds are contemplated upon the ballot- 
box. The Protestant committee of 100 wom- 
en isin receipt of proofs that there have 
been numerous cases of perjury among the 
Catholic women, and that they have made 
oaths to signatures written by other persons. 
A league has been formed to protect the 
purity of the ballot-box, and when these 
women who have sworn falsely go to reg- 
ister it is determined to have them arrested. 

Laying aside the sectarian nature of the 
contest, there is food for thought in this bus- 
iness, and no one who gives it careful and 


would deny them even the most remote op- 
portunity of comfort or happiness, and now 
they rest side by side forever. 


EPISCOPAL INCOMES. 
The comparison recently instituted between 


Engiand toward disestablishment of the 
church. The Bishop of New Vork has the 
largest personal revenue in this country. It 
is $10,000 a year. The Bishop of Maine has 
the smallest. It is 61.300 a year. The Bish- 


lons of California, Chicago, Long Island, and 


Massachusetts have each $6,000 a year. Others 
have incomes running from $5,000 a year 
down, while eight of the American prelates 
are content with $3,000 a year each, and are 
not perfectly sure of getting it in time to 
meet their butcher’s books and coal bills. 
All these men are expected to devote their 
entire time to their duties and to live within 
the sum set apart for their maintenance. 
They comply with both expectations. They 
are generally men of learning, influence, and 
usefulness. Idleness is unknown among 
them; while not a few add the graces of lit- 
erature to the dignity of the lawn. They are 
respected, if not revered, by their churches. 
In England, where the State takes the 
place of the voluntary contribution in sup- 
port of the church, the head of the prelacy 
has an income of $75,000 a year. Two of the 
Bishops have each $50,000 a year. Others run 
from $40,000 down, the average revenue of the 
episcopate below the greatest named being 
between $25,000 and $20,000 a year. The men 
who fill these posts are chosen by the Crown 
or by the Ministers for reasons often totally 
apart from religion or even preéminent fitness 
on any ocher ground. They are not ex- 
pected to do any hard work. They 
are expected to be strictly conserva 
tive in politics and to be the bul- 
wark of tho House of Lords against innova- 
tion by the Commons. A scrutiny of the 
votes cast by the prelates entitled to sit in it 
shows that they opposed the abolition of cap- 
ital punishment for stealing property worth 
five shillings; they opposed tne Free 
Primary Education bill; the Reform bill; all 
bills creating equality before the law witb- 
out distinction on account of creed; the re- 
lief of the disabilities of the Jews; the ad- 
mission of dissenters to the universities; the 
Cruelty to Animals bill; and nearly every 
measure which it would have been natural 


been su

gions where the population is thin and there is 
great demand for intelligent, ab house- 
wives willing to share a farmer's life. Some 
shrewd business men having become aware of 
this need, and consi ia the best field 
wherefrom to get the best crop to suit American 
farmers, have established a company as above 
stated for the recruiting of female immigration. 


Whether this nefarious business of cheap- 
ening marriage contracts in this country by 
the introduction of underpriced and market- 
able young brides from Russia can be re- 
garded asa strict violation of the law is a 
somewhat abstruse technical question, but 
that it is a violation of the equities and 
ought to be stopped there can be no doubt. 
If we can protect American workingmen 
from cheap, imported Italian, Chinese, and 
Hungarian labor; if we can keep contract 
ministers out of our churches, contract cooks 
out of our kitchens, and contract fiddlers out 


of our orchestras, the law ought to have 


elasticity and restriction enough to keep con- 
tract foreign brides out of our Western 
farmers’ homes and give American. girls a 
chance, even if they do come a little higher 
than the foreign article. There is nothing 
which should appeal more forcibly to the 
patriotism as well as gallantry of our law- 
makers than the protection of our marriage- 
able girls against cheap, foreign husband- 
hunters. Our country is peculiarly condi- 
tioned in this matter. There is a dearth of 
women in the Far West, and there is no rea- 
son why they should not bring a good price 
and be eagerly sought for if the supply was 
properly arranged. There is, on the other 
hand, asurplus of marriageable women at the 
East, particularly in New England, and as nat- 
ure abhors a vacuum there can be no question 
that if the way were left unobstructed and 
the proper inducements were offered they 
would rush to the West and establish the de- 
sired equilibrium. It is evident this cannot 
take place so long as international commer- 
cial concerns are engaged in the underhand- 


ed business of importing foreign brides to 
the prejudice of native ones and barring | 
‘them out from their manifest destiny by 


stocking the market with the cheap foreign 
article. There would be no objection to the 
incorporation of domestic companies for this 
purpose provided they did not run into trusts 
and put up the price to extortionate figures. 
Managed prudentiy and economically, a fair 
profit could be made, and the deal would give 
greater satisfaction—for though the Western 
farmer might have to pay a little more for his

THE SAVINGS BANK ACT UNCONSTITU- 
TIONAL. 

The State Legislature passed at its last ses- 
sion what is known as the Savings Bank law 
An act to provide for the organization of 
savings societies, or institutions for savings, 
tor their supervision, and for the admunistra- 
tion of their affairs.“ The need of such an 
act was urgent, and its adoption was pressed 
by the Union League Club, the Citizens’ As- 
sociation, and other organizations.

Beethoven was born at Bonn Dec. 16, 1770, 
and died in Vienna Dec. 26, 1827. Schubert 
was born in Vienna Jan. $1, 1797, and died 
there Nov. 19, 1828. Schubert passed all his 
days in his native city, and Beethoven was a 
resident of it during his later years. From 
boyhood up Beethoven was an object of 
adoration to Schubert. As a pupil he 
studied his music and was a mem- 
ber of the boys’ orchestra which played 
before Beethoven on one occasion at 
Schönbrunn. When complimented upon 
some of his earlier works, Schubert remarked 
he had often dreamed of doing something, 
but who can do anything after Beethoven?” 
From 1820 until the time of Bee. 
thoven’s death the two composers lived nsar 
each other. They dined in the same restau- 
rant, passed each other daily, and yet, not- 
witbstanding Schubert’s hero-worship, there 
was no communication between them—a fact 
probably due on the one hand to Schubert’s 
excessive modesty, and on the other to Bee- 
thoven’s total deafness, his absorption in his 
work, and his general inaccessibility to the 
public. In 1822 Schubert dedicated a series 
of variations to Beethoven and presented 
them in person, but he had not the courage 
to wait and learn the opinion of the Jupiter 
Tonans of music concerning them. Schubert 
was then in his 25th year and Beethoven in 
his fifty-second. 

Five years later Beethoven, then on his 
death-ped, made the acquaintance of Schu- 
bert’s songs for the first time. A roll of 
them was handed him and he examined them 
with evident delight, exclaiming as he laid 
them down: Truly, Schubert has the 
divine fire.” He asked tosee some of his 
larger works, expressed his regret that he 
had made the acquaintance of them when it 
was too late to be of assistance to their com- 


poser, and prophesied his undying fame. 


Word was sent to Schubert, and on the day 
of Beethoven’s death he visited him. The 
dying composer recognized him and made 
signs which the other could not comprehend. 
He died Dec. 26 inthe midst ofa raging 
thunder storm, and three days later Schu- 
bert was a torch-bearer at his funeral. 


local legislation against the smoke ruisance 
does not make a silver lining for the cloud. 
We have heard those promises béfore, many 
atime and oft, until they have an ancient and 
a fishlike smell. Yet there are ways in 
which these miseries of soot and smoke can be 
almost abated, and that too without patent con- 


| trivances. There are smoke consumers which 


do what they promise, if they have a fair 
chance. There are fuels, like the mixture of 
coke.and soft coal in due proportions, which 
are not expensive, and with whose use ex- 
cellent results can be obtained. Better than all 
‘hese, if they can be secured, are the personal 
attention and interest of the engine and 
boiler owner. Without him nothing can be 
accomplished, for he it is who employs the 
engineers and firemen, who can, if tney 
choose, make the best of smoke-consumers 
worthiess, and can nullify all the good that 
can be gotten out of the highly recommended 
mixture of coke and soft coal. 

It is a fact that nine-tenths of the smoke is 
chargea ble to engineers. There are two ways 
in which they are guilty. One is to put on 
too much coal ata time; the other is to shut 
the damper in the outlet to the smokestack, 
or to prevent the admission of enough air in 
front of the boilers. They are prompted to 
all this to avoid frequent firing and personal 
attention. A stoker finds less work in firing 
ten times a day than im firing thirty. He 
firds that when he has shut the damper he 
can go off with safety for atime and attend 
to something else either for himself or his 
employer. In the meanwhile choked com- 
bustion is pouring forth volumes of sooty 
smoke from the chimnéy. Now it is in the 
power of the employer to stop this outrage 
on the public, If he is wise he will pull off 
all the rear dampers.“ The pretense is 
that they save coal. Better not save it when 
the result is the borrid smoke nwisance. 
Then impress it on the fireman that he must 
put on less coal at a time, and admit plenty 
of air, with discharge as the penalty of dis- 
obedience, and good results will soon be 
seen. This will involve some personal at- 
tention on the part of the owner, but if he 
does not choose to give it he will find that all 
his outlay for smoke burners is but that 
much money thrown away. The stoker can 
beat any patent smoke burner ever invented 
if he tries.

New York 
has no institution correspondent to our Expo- 
sition company, to whose credit u is 
that they send a capable and welcome 
agent, Miss Hallowell, abroad every year to se- 
cure for the autumn season the choicest works 
of the Salon and the foreign studios in general; 
and, bringing them here at the expense of the 
company, place them side by side with the works 
of American artists residing in the United States. 
Nowhere else is this done. It may well be asked 
how long it can be done. The company render 
to the artists all the opportunities in their power. 
They not only pay all actual and incur the risk of 
all possible charges but send to the artists the 
entire sum received for any picture sold, with- 
holding no commission. The annual sales, nev- 
ertheless, are comparatively so few that it may 
be feared artists themselves will weary of the 
undertaking, involving, as it does, dangers in 
transit. The prices asked for this year’s pict- 
ures are low; the pictures are tempting and yet 
the sales are apparently going to be light unless 
there is an improvement on present indications. 

Mr. William M. Laffan of the New York Sun 
has been in the city for several days. Although 
his time is chiefly occupied with the finances of 
that journal, of which he is business manager, he 
is noted among artists as the most acute con- 
noisseur and the most accomplished writer on 
art topics in the country. He is author of the in- 
troduction and descriptive text of “ Engravings 
of Wood,” the best as it is the most beautiful 
commentary and exemplification of American 
progress in engraving. Mr. Laffan has promised, 
it is said, to prepare for the Walters collection 
in Baltimore a catalogue that, in its learning and 
discrimination. will be in fact a handbook for 
the richest and most judiciously selected private 
gallery in the United States. It is indeed prac- 
tically a public gallery, for Mr. Walters so ar- 
ranges conditions of access to it that all who de- 
sire to avail of its opportunities are easily en- 
abled to do so. Mr. Laffan expressed surprise 
and satisfaction with the excellence and variety 
of the collection of pictures in the Exposition 
gallery. He is of the opinion that Ohicago does 
not half appreciate its good fortune. 

Queer things find their way into the Art Insti- 
tute. There are now in its chief gallery several 
sculptures which ere chigfily remarkable for 
their laborious badness. One entitled * Prim- 
roses should be designated Pudding.“ It rep- 
resents a pudgy, beefyzeheeked female figure 
kneeling before what resembles much a flattened 
cabbage. There isa basket on the remarkabie 
kneeler’s arm. From her general appearance it 
must be filled with eggs, as they are carefully 


protectedsyfrom sight. Her foot, which comes 


out with appalling dimensions behind, wears a 
larger shoe than is known to be made even in 
England. The modeling of the figure is atro- 
cious, the pose impossible, and the expression 
ofthe face sweetly idiotic. Near it is a bas-re- 
lief entitled “ Sacrifice.” It is evidentiy a copy 
from an antique frieze. The attitudes of some 
of the figures are droll; and they have most of 
them a family peculiarity like curvature of the 
spine in the feet.
